BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP> — The absence of violence 
during Northern Ireland’s huge 
annual 
Protestant 
celebration 
Monday was attributed today to 
the massive turnout of police 
and British troops and a plea 
for restrain from Premier Jack 
Lynch of the Irish Republic. 
As the bands and lodges of the 
Protestant Orange Order drifted 
home early today, only one sig­ 
nificant incident was reported. 
An explosion started a fire in an 
empty hotel in Belfast, and po­ 
lice said it was caused by an ar­ 
sonist’s incenidary bomb. No 
one was hurt. 
More than 20.000 troops and 
police lined the parade routes as 
40.000 
Orangemen 
marched 
through 
Belfast 
and 
another 
60.000 trudged through 16 other 
cities, all celebrating the defeat 
in 1690 of James II’s Roman 
Catholic troops by William of 
Orange’s Protestants at the Bat­ 
tle of the Boyne. 
The annual parades, hated by 
Northern Ireland's Catholic mi­ 
nority as drum-beating asser­ 
tions of Protestant domination, 
were widely expected to give 
ii sh impetus to violence which 
has taken 14 lives in the past 
three weeks. But the peace was 
kept. 
Along with the tight security , 
credit also was given to Lynch’s 
appeal last week for order. 
Northern Ireland’s deputy pre­ 
mier, Brian Faulkner, praised 
Lynch’s speech and said the 
calm which followed was a vic­ 
tory for common sense.

LANSING (AP) - Gov. Willi­ 
am Milliken today announced a 
pilot program to assist nearly 35 
Upper 
Peninsula 
communities 
improve public services. 
The governor said all public 
services in 25 to 30 communi­ 
ties in Houghton and Keweenaw 
counties and five communities in 
the western half of Iron County 
will be analyzed. 
A federal grant of $60,000 will 
finance the project. 
The State Commerce Depart­ 
ment has retained the account­ 
ing and management firm of 
Brnst & Ernst to conduct the 
survey. 
“Once the analysis is com­ 
pleted, alternative methods will 
be recommended for improving 
services or reducing costs in 
such areas as police and fire 
protection, water and sewage 
disposal facilities, education, li­ 
braries and other essential serv­ 
ices.” Milliken said. 
If the format developed Is suc­ 


cessful. he said, it couki be used 
by clusters of communities in 
other parts of Michigan. 
The governor said a task fa c e 1 
discovered the Upper Peninsula 
has an unusually large number 
of clusters of autonomous local 
governmental units wtoich are 
contiguous or nearly so. 
“As the mines became uneco­ 
nomic and wrere abandoned,” 
Milliken said. “the tax base of 
the related communities dimin­ 
ished greatly. But iong years of 
tradition, local and political con­ 
siderations. rivalries and other 
such factors have deterred con­ 
solidation.”

There will be no legal hunting of antlerless 
deer in the Upper Peninsula this year. 
That doesn’t mean it won’t be done, but it 
does mean that the state won’t issue permits as 
in recent years and that anyone caught with an 
anterless deer in possession will be subject to 
the penalties of law. 
In a precedent-setting action, the State Na­ 
tural Resources Commission last week bowed 
to a legislative resolution asking that hunting 
of antlerless deer in the U. P. be banned for one 
year and that a study be undertaken of the deer 
herd in the northern peninsula. 
The resolution was introduced and actively 
supported in the House and Senate by the six 
legislators from the U. P. 
And although David A. Arnold of Lansing, 
deer specialist for the 
DNR, admitted 
under 
questioning that the one year ban on antlerless 
hunting in the Upper Peninsula probably won’t 
make much difference in the long run. the shift 
in direction by the Natural Resources Commis­ 
sion could be significant for several reasons: 
1, Tile action contradicts the recommenda­ 
tions of the state-hired game specitlists. 
2, The action separates the Upper Penin­ 
sula from the rest of the state, where game bi­ 
ologist’s recommendations were accepted. 
3, Normal policy-making channels wert 
short-circuited. 
* 
* 
* 
Tn approving th e resolution to ban deer 
hunting in the Upper Peninsula, the Conserva­ 
tion Commission turned management of t h e 
U. P. deer herd over to the legislature — a 
group of politicians whose qualifications as game 
experts are highly questionable at best. 
The Commission said the Legislature must 
assume the responsibilities for the consequences, 
if any, but that misses the point. The Conser­ 
vation Commission is the organization in Mich­ 
igan that is charged with the responsibility of 
managing the state’s natural resources, includ­ 
ing deer. It hires professional and skilled people 
to do that job. By following the Legislature, 
however, the Commission casts suspicion on 
Hie oompetancy of its own people and could open 
the door for further intrusions by the Legisla­ 
ture into matters of DNR policy, creating a two- 
headed monster. 
By seperating the Upper Peninsula from the 
rest of Michigan, the commission also seems to 
be treading on shaky ground. At last glance, the 
Upper Peninsula is still a part of the state and 
where policy decisions are made the U. P. should 
not be given special treatment. If the recom­ 
mendations of game biologists are acceptable 
for lower Michigan, then they should apply for 
the U. P., too. 
Splitting the state on policy fs tantamount 
to the State Police saying a man is qualified to 
drive his car in lower Michigan, but will be 
arrested as soon as he crosses the Mackinac 
Bridge. 
* 
* 
* 
Upper Peninsula residents and hunters, how­ 
ever, are not wrong in questioning DNR policy 
on deer. There is room to question the recom­ 
mendations by biologists and the methods by 
which they were reached. There could be reason 
to demand a reexamination of deer herd policy. 
There could be reason for a change in that policy. 
But the person to convince, then, is the 
biologist, not a member of the Legislature. 
In game management, unlike mathematics, 
there are no absolutes. The variables are too 
great to be IOO per cent correct IOO per cent of 
the time. Even mistakes in judgment are possi­ 
ble. 
But Michigan has been following a policy 
of allowing the game biologists — professional, 
experienced and knowledgeable people — to make 
the decision on game matters. 
And, even if the action by the Conservation 
Commission should prove to be the best thing 
ever to happen to the U. P. deer herd, it’s un­ 
fortunate that the decision making channels had 
to be circumvented to do so. It’s a dangerous path 
to take.

Roots Of Unrest Grow 
In Opinion Unbalance 


By JOHN CHAMBERLAIN 
W. Matthew Byrne Jr., the 
executive director of President 
Nixon’s Commission on Cam­ 
pus Unrest, hopes to "provide 
a 
deeper 
understanding 
of 
what this spring was all about 
to the Administration.” 
The assignment is an impos­ 
sible one. for, if it were prop­ 
erly to be carried out, it would 
involve an investigation going 
back to the 1930s, 
when The 
teaching of history, social sci­ 
ence and economics courses 
took on a certain coloration. 
The twigs were bent a long 
time ago. 
The campus violence, which 
is the “unrest” the Nixon Com­ 
mission hopes to explain, sure­ 
ly stems from the conventional 
liberal 
attitude 
toward 
the 
First Amendment, which is in­ 
terpreted in a one-sided way to 
guarantee the right of free 
speech only to those who are in 
tune with the liberal theory of 
truth. 
As Bill Buckley made 
plain a long time ago in his 
first book, “God and Man at 
Yale,” to which this columnist 
contributed 
an 
introduction, 
the conservative and the dber- 
tarian theories of truth tend­ 
ed to be choked in the cradle 
by faculties and administra­ 
tions that perpetuated their 
own kind, giving tenure to the 
semi-socialists of one sort or 
another and denying footholds 
on the campus to adversary 
professors 
who 
might 
hava 
kept a real dialogue going.

There was nothing overtly 
reprehensible about this. 
In 
appointing a Ken Galbraith to 
its faculty, for example, Har­ 
vard got a stimulating man. 
The Harvard failure was one 
of omission: 
it did not oal- 
ance the appointment of the 
Galbraiths and Schlesingers by 
adding counter-irritants to the 
faculty at the same time. 
A profound student of the 
constitutional basis of liberty 
such as Prof. Freidrich Hayek 
had no chance of simultaneous 
appointment to an Ivy League 
institution in the Fifties and 
Sixes—and the whole country 
to some extent. 
The prevailing tendency to 
run the liberal cookie cutter 
over the “raw material” pres­ 
ented to the colleges by par­ 
ents whose own predilections 
were conservative and Repub­ 
lican has been well document­ 
ed by Mary McCarthy in her 
Vassar novel, 
“The 
Group.” 
Miss McCarthy Is, of course, 
8 card-carrying “liberal” her­ 
self (pilgrimage to Hanoi and 
all), but as a fiction writer sha 
tells it as it is.

The subtle antecedents of 
campus violence will hardly be 
touched upon by William W. 
Scranton, head of President 
Nixon’s Commission an Cam­ 
pus Unrest, or by Byrne, exe­ 
cutive director. 
They will be 
looking for the consequences of 
ideas, not the ideas themselves. 
So the whole business of in­ 
vestigation will very likely re­ 
main sterile and futile. 
What 
is needed is an investigation 
into why certain strains of 
thought remain under-repres­ 
ented on the campuses, 
and 
why there is no vigorous ar­ 
gument between liberals and 
conservatives, free enterprisers 
and collectivists, with students 
going two ways, not one. 
Why is it, for example, that 
it comes as a profound shock 
when Louis F. Laun of the 
Yale Class of 1942, who had 
been raising money for 


alumni fund for 27 years, sud­ 
denly decided that he had been 
working for a university which, 
in his estimation, 
had been 
politicized in a Leftward direc­ 
tion? Mr. Laun woke up one 
day to the realization, as he 
saw it, that he had been work­ 
ing to undermine everything 
that he believed in.

Users Of DDT 


LANSING 'AP) - Gov. Willi­ 
am Milliken has signed into law 
a bill establishing a licensing 
system for persons who com­ 
mercially apply such economic 
poisons at DDT. 
Milliken said this measure, 
combined with others already 
adopted or ready for passage, 
give this legislative session the 
best environmental 
record in 
history. 
“With the registration of DDT 
canceled 
last 
year 
and 
the 
State Department of Agricul­ 
ture making a concentrated ef­ 
fort to remove DDT stocks from 
shelves, this bill completes our 
program of control of this harm ­ 
ful pesticide,” Milliken said. 
Under the new law, DDT will 
be available for use by per­ 
sons licensed by the state. TTiey 
also will be required to under­ 
stand the characteristics of the 
economic poison they will be 
using. 
Other bills signed by the gov­ 
ernor provide for: 
—Schools to be allowed to 
hold classes on Saturdays, ex­ 
tension of permission for school 
districts to accept federal funds 
for neighborhood facilities proj­ 
ects and reduction of the state 
aid penalty from I-90th to l-80th

many, many more waiting for 
you. 
Perhaps dawn comes too soon 
and you find it difficult to sleep 
as late as you’d like to. Un­ 
doubtedly you’ve acquired phen- 
gophobia, the fear of daylight, 
and probably also heliophobia, a 
dread of the sun’s rays. 
On the other hand, if you fmd 
it hard to get to sleep in the

Unhappy With Census, Farmin9 $low 
Due lo Rain, 
Soo To Count Itself 
SAULT STE. 
MARIE—The 
City of Sault Ste. Marie, 
still 
concerned about the population 
drop of nearly 4,000 revealed 
earlier this year in preliminary 
federal census figures and an 
apparent unwillingness of Cen­ 
sus Bureau officials in Detroit 
to cooperate with the city in 
revision of the headcount, will 
conduct its own 
door-to-door 
campaign for an informal pop­ 
ulation survey, City 
Manager 
Richard L. Larsen announced. 
Larsen said the City Plan­ 
ning Commission under Chair­ 
man W. F. G. Weber, proposed 
the local informal “census” on 
rn door-to-door basis in an at­ 
tempt to determine the accur­ 
acy of the federal headcount. 
Larsen said the concern over 
the census figure is simply one 
of money. State-collected reve­ 
nues such as weight and gas 
tax, sales tax, 
state 
income 
tax, etc., play a major role in 
the fiscal picture of local gov­ 
ernments. The state doles out 
these funds to municipal and 
county governments strictly on 
a per capita basis. 
When the 
population of a city dips, so 


does its share of state funds 
for operating expenses. 


Cost $160,000 


The city manager 
estimates 
Sault Ste. Mane will lose about 
$40 per year in state-collected 
revenues for every person lost 
in the census figures. This adds 
up to about $160,000 per year, 
money that could be used to 
provide services such as win­ 
ter 
snow 
and 
ice 
removal, 
street and sewer 
construction 
and many other 
things 
that 
had to be curtailed during fis­ 
cal year 
1970-71 
because of 
lack of funds. 
Preliminary 
census 
figures 
for Chippewa County released 
April I, 1970, were greatly out 
of line with 1970 sales man­ 
agement population 
estimates 
and population-estimated by the 
State of Michigan. Sales man­ 
agement estimates projected to 
April I, 1970, showed Chippe­ 
wa County at 36,900, while the 
state figure 
was 
35,400. 
The 
U. S. Census Bureau as of July 
I, 1966, estimated 
the county 
population at 36,800, said Lar­ 
sen. 


The actual preliminary cen­ 
sus figure released 
in 
April 
1970 was 31,900, 
a 
drop 
of 
about 5,000 from the estimates. 
The census bureau appears to 
be at a loss to explain the wide 
discrepancy between estimates 
and census preliminary figures, 
Larsen said, and 
census offi­ 
cials in Detroit appear to be 
disinterested in an attempt to 
reconcile the huge difference. 
Down 5,000 
According 
to 
Larsen, 
the 
Planning Commission is asking 
for volunteers from Sault citi­ 
zens to conduct the informal 
survey. Only one question will 
be asked at each house dur­ 
ing the 
survey—“How 
many 
people lived in this dwelling on 
April I, 1970?”, Larsen said. 
The manager said the city 
, planners feel that this type of 
survey is neded 
to 
properly 
analyze the city’s 
knotty fi­ 
nancial problems and to pro­ 
vide 
background 
information 
for their solution. 
Larsen said the survey will 
get under way as soon as suf­ 
ficient volunteer workers sign 
up.
